RUSSIA AND DENMARK. 

When the four thousand students 
and professors of the University of St. 
Petersburg came together in mass 
meeting, one of the resolutions that 
they passed unanimously was f( 
national assembly, to be elected by 
universal suffrage, irrespective of sex. 
Outside of the lour States that have 
woman suffrage, there ; is no univer- 
sity in America where such a resolu- 
tion could be passed bv a unanimout 
vote.

LOW RATES TO PORTLAND. 



Railroads Cut Prices On Account of 
Lewis and Clark Imposition 
Chance to See Country. 

Portland— The Lewi* and Clark Ex- 
position, which will open at Portland 
on Jane 1 next, anil continue until 
October 15, will offer to people ot the 
east and middle west a ntaralleled op- 
portunity to visit an country winch 
most people have long desired to see. 
The railroad companies, realiiiig 
that the Exposition will be the 
uuans of attracting thousands Of 
people to this wonderful but little ex- 
^ ploited, country, have agreed upon 
* rates lower than those ever secured 
before for any Exposition. 

All the rates so tar offered mane it 
possible for people to make the round 
trip to Portland for less money than 
the regular one way fare. Fiom the 
Mississippi valley the rate is ft~> for 
the round trp. while from Chicago It 
is |")6 50, and from St. Louis BS1.B0. 
People" east of Chicago or St. Louis 
uay mane the round trip by paying the 
tare from either of those places, plus 
eighty per cent, or twice the-regnlar 
one way first class fare to them. 

Tickets aro good for ninety days, 
but not after November 80, the rail- 
road companiet, believing that many 
who will visit Portland this coming 
tinnier will^be actuated as much by 
desire to set' the coontrr as to see 
be Exposition, have provided liberal 
top over privileges.

We are also in receipt of your letter 
of same date, with iu-juries as to the 
grading and pricing ot tobacco We 
are having a great may inquiries 
along this line. It was unfortunate that 
the price-making committee at the 
Lynchburg convention left the ques- 
tion open to discussion. But as it was 
the first price-makim; convention ot 
the producers, it was to be expected 
that the work would be more or less 
unfinished Besides, several men on 
the committee were wholly UMoquiB* 
ted with the conditions under which 
tObttQOO was sold in that part ot Ken- 
tucky. I maxe these explanations in 
order that you may understand the 
situation fully, as it is very important 
ttiat this matter be settled to the end 
it of the Society. 

Is f> too high? Now. first I think 
that you understand that IS. is the 
average miuimum price for good mer- 
chantable tobacco, aril does not in 
elude cr;>ps that are of very poor qual- 
ity. Apart of each crop is expected 
to rell tor less than fA. and a part for 
more, if the tobacco is graded, and ! 
that the average shall be 99 Now In | 
answer to the question. The men who 
attended the Lynchburg convention 
were unanimous in their belief that 
this price is not too high. Have yon 
e^er known the ordinary crops of to- 
bacco in that section to sell for that 
price? If so. it is clear procf that 
the buyers themselves admit that the 
price is not so high as to be unprofit 
able to manufacturers. And hitther- 
more. it is said on good authority, 
that American tobacco onyers favor 
the passage of a bill to admit tobacco 
from the Phillipine Islands with only 
25 per cent duty. Even at this rate, 
Phillip! M tobacco will cost about 
is cents a po ind in New Yora. As it 
is known that the PhllllpiM tobacco 
is of very inferior quathty, it can- 
not be that our own home-grown to- 
bacco is not worth B cents. 

We have no way of knowing j ost 
how many month's supply of un-man- 
ufactnred tobacco is*now in warehous- 
es and factories. We will obtain all 
these statistics as soon as possible. It 
is not necessary that we have them 
now, however, for we nave sufficient 
evidence outside to show that they 
will need our present crop at ou r 
prices. For, Instance, the Production 
of the United States has diminished 
each year tor the past three years. 
The production in round numbers for 
1»')3 was NOU,000,000 lbs : for 1909, 795, - 
000,000 IDs; for 1U04, 650,000,000 lbs. 
Tne buyers purchased the whole of 
these crops. The number or pounds of 
tobacco exported to foreign countries 
increased from 350 million pounds in 
1IW1 to HOtt trillion pounds in 1903. 
Importations into the United States 
alao Increased several million pounds 
in 1904. The tobacco crop in Uermanj 
decreased over lo per cent, in 1904, 
and a large portion of om dark to- 
bacco is exported to Germany. It has 
been claimed that from three to Ave 
years su pply is in the storage houses 
of the trust. This is very probably 
more than twice the amount that is 
really on hand. According to the cus- 
tom of the manufacturers two years 
supply Is all that is kept, and this ia) 
true only in the case of special kinds 
of tobaoco that requires age in man- 



cure reliitble statistics as to the actual 
cost of manufacturing tobacco. Thete 
is so much adulteration that the man 
ufacturers do not welcome too close 
irfquiiy into these matters. We hope 
to be able to have these facts 'and fig- 
ures for the Oweusboro convention, 
but at present we will have to do the 
best we can with, what knowledge we 
hav« been able to secure. This fact 
should be remembered. No tobacco 
buyer ever paid more than tne leaf 



tobacco sold higher than It now noes, 
it is proof enough that the present 
prices are below the actual value. 

We note what yon say in regard to j 
tne farmers not being well situated for 
holding their tobacco in ;the suinuiei. 
This is unfortunate. The next best 
thing seems to be to store it in ware- 
houses as the Daviess County people 
have done, and prize, grade and trice 
each man I crop. Then hold. And if 
tou nave not sold by planting time, 
reduce your next year's pluming. The 
sooner we rind out what the tiusts 
will pay lor tobacco, the better, and 
this is the way to find out. Uemeui 
her that w« have a large and power- 
ful corporation to tigh' and that it 
will not give its long accustomed priv- 
ilege ot having its own way with out 
a struggle. The tobacco growers will 
have the hardest tignt of all. but 
there is not tne slightest doubt of 
our final success. People will have to- 
bacco The manufacturers will buy it 
as long as they can sell it at a profit. 
It may take a year to brean their hold 
on the farmers, but do yon not think 
that the ends will justify tne means 
In our judgement the buyers will be 
yin buying at the farmers prices in 
the e,<rly -nuimer. if not before Slow- 
ly at Hr-t, perlaps. 

The farmers of Virginia have seen 
prices go up to their figures. For one 
entire w«ek the acreage prices paid
